By this day, legislators and their appointee(s) must submit to the Secretary of
State their arguments for and against each legislative measure that qualified
by June 30, 2005 (E-131). This is also the last day for the proponents of
each initiative measure to submit their arguments to the Secretary of State.
Once submitted, no argument may be changed or amended. 89043

Any voter or group of voters may, at any time within the time limit, prepare
and file with the Secretary of State an argument for or against any measure
to which arguments have not been prepared or filed. This argument shall not
exceed 500 words in length. 8 9064

Whenever the Legislature submits any measure to the voters of the state, the
author of the measure and no more than two persons appointed by the author
may draft an argument for its adoption, or the author of the measure may
appoint no more than three persons to draft the argument. This argument
shall not exceed 500 words in length. If the author of the measure desires
separate arguments to be written in its favor by each person appointed,
separate arguments may be written, but the combined length shall not exceed
500 words. 89041

Secretary of State has sufficient time to translate the ballot pamphlet into any
appropriate minority language as well as to prepare copy for public display.

The last day for the Secretary of State, or the county elections official if
appropriate, to mail state ballot pamphlets to all households with voters who
registered by September 9, 2005 (E-60). § 9094

Registration Closes
The last day for any person to register to vote in the special statewide
election.

Note: No person shall be registered as a voter except by affidavit of
registration. The affidavit shall be mailed or delivered to the county
elections official and shall set forth all of the facts required to be shown. A
properly executed registration shall be deemed effective upon receipt of the
affidavit by the county elections official if any of the following apply:

(1) The affidavit is postmarked on or before the 15th day prior to the
election and received by mail by the county elections official.

(2) The affidavit is submitted to the Department of Motor Vehicles or
accepted by any other public agency designated as a voter registration
agency pursuant to the National VVoter Registration Act of 1993 (42
U.S.C. Sec. 1973gg) on or before the 15th day prior to the election.

(3) The affidavit is delivered to the county elections official by means other
than those described in paragraphs (1) or (2) on or before the 15th day
prior to the election.

Report of Registration - 15-Day Report
During this period, each county elections official shall send to the Secretary
of State a summary statement of the number of persons registered, by party
affiliation, by county, and by each political subdivision thereof.

New Citizens Registration Period

Any person who becomes a citizen in California after the 15" day prior to
the election may register to vote beginning on the 14™ day prior to an
election and ending on the seventh day prior to election day. This
registration must be executed in the county elections office.

A new citizen registering to vote after the close of registration shall provide
the county elections official with proof of citizenship prior to voting, and
shall declare that he or she has established residency in California.

Special Absent Voter - Recalled to Military Service

A registered voter recalled to service after November 1, 2005 but before

5 p.m. on November 7, 2005 may appear before the county elections official
and obtain from the county elections official an absent voter's ballot which
may be voted in the county elections official's office or outside the county
elections official's office, on or before the close of the polls and returned as
are other voted absent voter ballots. § 3110

Absentee Ballots - Late Conditions

On or between these dates, any voter may apply in writing for an absent
voter's ballot if he or she will unexpectedly be unable to go to the polls on
election day. The voter may designate any authorized representative to
return the voted absent voter’s ballot. § 3021

Election Day
On this date, all polls shall be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Voters who have moved from one address to another within the same county
and not reregistered may vote a provisional ballot at the polling place for
their current (new) address or at a central location. The voter shall be
reregistered at the place of voting for future elections.
